PREFACE - 


Part XI of the Frederic R. Halsey Collection of Prints 
itemized in the following pages consists of French portrait 
engravings (mostly in pure line) of the Seventeenth and 
Eighteenth centuries. It comprises almost half the prints de- 
scribed in A. F. Didot’s ‘‘Les Graveurs de Portraits en 
France.’’ It includes quite. a few proofs of subjects appar- 
ently unknown to either Didot or Leblanc, and two or three 
that appear to be lacking from the collection in the Biblio- 
théque Nationale as they are not mentioned in the ‘‘Cata- 
logue de Collection des Portraits Frangais et Etrangers,’’ by 
G. Duplessis. 


It is to be regretted that so fine a collection is to be dis- 
persed, as it took years to bring the portraits together and as 
it would form a substantial nucleus for a portrait collection 
of a public institution. 


Among the important engravers represented, Nanteuil 
stands at the head of the list with 85 portraits. Next in order 
comes G. Edelinck with 56 examples. Then follow P. Van 
Schuppen with 42, P. Drevet with 30, Michel Lasne, Jean 
Lenfant, P. Lombart and C. Vermeulen with over 20 por- 
traits each, and J. J. Baléchou, F. Chereau, J. Daullé, Cl. 
Duflos, P. Landry, N. IV de Larmessin, A. Masson, Cl. Mellan, 
G. E. Petit, E. Picart, N. Pitau, Fr. and N. de Poilly, J. L. 
Roullet, and A. Trouvain with from 10 to 20 plates each.
